1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zeigler et al. 
For claims 1-9, Ziegler et al. clearly discloses the claimed subject matter at figs. 1-6, with fusible 
layer 16, MOV element 12 and first and second conductors 22,24. For claims .2-4, the layer 16 
at Fig. 1 meets the claim, with the tail 18. For claims 5-6, see the insulation layer 38 and 
fusible material 36. For claims 7-8, see Fig. 4, with fiisible material 54. For claim 9, the layer 
54 at Fig. 1 is cruciform. For claims 10-13, see Figs. 5-6, with semicircular segment MOV 
elements 94, 100, fusible material 106, and insulating 108, and air gap 110. 

3 . Claims 1 -2, and 4 are rejected under 3 5 U. S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
McLoughlin et al. (2001/0055187). McLoughlin clearly discloses the claimed subject matter at 
Fig. 1 , with fusible layer 1 1, MOV element 2 and first and second conductors 3,5. In claim 2, 
see the layer 11. In claim- 4, see the faces 6,4.
